THI NEW FKEF LIBRARY BOOM— A DKCATtTR 


The interest ot the reading public of Deca- 


tur— and its name Is legion— was centered Ia»t 
evening In the formal reception at the new 
Public Library and Heading Room, over Linn 
4 Scruggs store, in court house block Tbe 
doora «ere opened at 8 o clock, and were not 
closed until 8 30, and during the two hour* and 
a half there was a continual Incoming and 
out-golcg of people from all parts of tbe city, 
all of whom complimented tbe librarian on 
tbe elegant arrangement of tbe new and ipa- 
clous quarters— a room ii wide by 74 feet deep, 
with a celling 18 feet high, 
being well- 


lighted ID the da> time by 6 wide windows on 
the East Main street front and by S equally 
largo windows at the rear Last night ample 
light In all part* ot the room was xurnUbed by 
16 gas Jets The floor is covered with new 
cocoa matting and comfortable chain are 
placed around tbe six magazine and reading 
tables that ornament the centre and tides of 
tbe room 
On the east side of tbe room and 


midway between tbe north and south win- 
dows are five double and two single book case*, 
each 7 (eet high and 10 long, with a capacity for 
10,000 books, but they now contain about 4,400 
well selected volumes 
Those book cases are 


arranged In alcove style In the manner rec- 
ommended by the American Library Associa- 
tion with only slight modifications to Bull tbe 
room 
The side of each case contains several 


movable shelves and each Is so arranged that 
it can be mov ed by pegs placed Ic s'ot* so tbat 
books of any size can be put on any shelf 
The work of arranging the books ID proper 
places was no email undertaking, bat L bra- 
rlan Evans and his assistant, Mrs Evans, la- 
bored Industriously for several weeks and 
with success Directly In front of the book 
oases is a handsomely varnished counter 28 
feet long, ov er which Is received and del vered 
books.

THE LAW OF SCCCESS10S. 


AD erroneous impression has gained 


c*rrency to the effect that, 10 o.ise ol 
Presideot Arthur's death, the person 
who might chance to be president pro 
tern of the senate would succeed to the 
presidential chair aod continue to oe- 
cnpy it for the remainder of the four 
years' term which began on the 4th of 
March last. This is not the pase. The 
Boston 7Vate/?<r has been looking up 
me law in the case, and it appears that 
the statue of 1792 (Sec. 147, 148 and 
149 of the Retieed Statutes of 
the 


United States), which would govern in 
such an exigency, provides that— 


Whenever the offices of president 


and vice president both become vacant, 
the secretary of state shall forthwith 
cause a notification thereof to be made 
to the executive of every state, and 
shall cause the same to be published in 
at least one of the newspapers printed 
in each state. 


The notification shall specify that 


electors of a president and vice presi- 
dent of the United States shall be ap- 
pointed or cboEeo in the several states 
aa follows 


1. If there shall be tbe space of two 


months yet to ensue between tbe date 
of each notification and tbe first Wed- 
nesday in December then next ensuing, 
such notification shall specify that such 
electors shall be appointed or chosen 
within thirty-four days preceding such 
first Wednesday in December. 


2. If there shall not be the space of 


two months between tbe date of such 
notification and such first Wednesday in 
December, and if tbe teim for which 
tbe president and vice president last in 
office were selected will not expire on 
the 3d day of March next ensuing, the 
notification shall specify that the elec- 
tors shall be appointed or chosen withjj) 
thirty four days preceding the first 
Wednesday in December in the year 
next ensuing 
But if there shall not 


be the space of 
two months between 


the date of such notification and the 
first Wednesday in December then nex' 
ensuing, and if the term for which the 
president and 
vice president last in 


office were elected will expire on the 
31 day of Marca next ensuing, the no- 
tification shall not specify that electors 
are to be appointed or chosen 


Electors appointed or chosen upon 


the notification presented by the pre 
ceding section shall meet and give their 
votes upon tbe first Wednesday of De- 
cember specified in the notification 


Tbe practical application ot which is 


that, in tbe event of President Arthur s 
death, the president pro tcra of the 
senate, who will be chosen when that 
body meets in special session on Octo- 
ber 10, next, would only act ad presi- 
dent'daring a short interregnum—two 
months at the least and twelve at the 
most—pending the new election by the 
people of a president and vice presi- 
dent 


It is true, as heretofore stated, tba! 


should President Arthur die before the 
election of a president of tbe senate 
pro tern , there would be no living per 
son designated by the constitution or 
the laws to act as president until the 
meeting of the senate, but there being 
a cabmet'which represents the Execu- 
tive, the government would nevertheless 
go right on until the senate should 
elect its president

But little attention has been given 


ly the nation to the burial of Us Presi- 
dents. They have been allowed to pass 
away and be forgotten, few evsn know- 
ing or listing where their ashes repose. 
Tbe most conspicuous exceptions to 
this are the graves of Washington and 
Lincoln 


The remains of Washington ate de- 


posited ID a vault at Mt. Vernon, on 
the Potomac, aod tbe Mt. Vernon asso- 
ciatiot has kept tbe grounds in good 
'craer 


John Adams and John Quincy Ad- 


ams sleep ID a room beneath tbe Unita- 
rian church at Qaiocy, Mass. The 
church is built of granite, and contains 
tablet* to the memory of these dis- 
tinguished men. 


Jefferson's grave is in a small ceme- 


tery in a thickly wooded grove between 
Cbarlottetille and Monticello, Va., and is 
marked by an obelisk nine feet high. 


Madison is buried four miles from 


Orange, Va, in tbe centre of a large 
field, in a lot 100 feet square, surround- 
ed by a substantial brick wall. 
A gran- 


ite monument is placed at tbe btad of 
the grave. 


Monroe sleeps in Hollywood ceme- 


tery, Richmond, Va. The remains are 
in a vault.

iThat' Gonfress Did lor Mrs. Lincoln. 


From the Washington Star, September*. I • 
It is a matter of discussion at th'is 


time what Congress will do for Mrs. 
Garfield. 
ID this connection the act* 


passed-in relation to Mrs.-Mary Lincoln 
are of interest. There were three tots 
of the kind passed by Congress. 
Tbe 


first act passed when 'Congress came to- 
gether after tbe assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, was as follows 
"That 


the Secretary of the Treasury pay, oat 
of any money in tbe Treasury not oth- 
erwise appropriated, (to Mrs. Mary Lin- 
coln, widow of Abraham Lincoln, late 
President of the United State*, or in 
the event of her death before payment 
to the lawful heirs, the sum of 125,000; 
provided always that any sum of money 
which shall have been paid to the per- 
sonal representatives of tbe said Abra- 
ham Lincoln since his death on account 
of his salary as President of the Uni- 
ted States for the current year shall be 
deducted from the said sum of 125,- 
000." 


The amount thus granted Mrs. Lin- 


coln was the salary of the President 
for one year. ' Now that salary is $50,- 
000. 
In February, 1866, Congress 


passed the following aotr: "That all 
letters and packets carried by post to- 
and from Mary Lincoln, widow of the 
late Abraham Lincoln, be carried free 
of postage during her natural life." In 
1870 tbe following act was passed : 
"That tbe Secretary of the Interior be 
and it hereby authorized to place the 
name of Mary Lincoln, widow of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, deceased, late President 
of the United States, on tbe pension- 
roll, and allow and pay her a pension at 
the rate of $3,000 per annum, from and 
after the passage of this act." 


Big Interest on a Small -Note.

We shall probably be treated now to 


diverse and sundry dissertations upon 
tbe horrors of lynch law, and tbe awful 
results that may be expected to follow 
n its train. 
It is true that lynch law 


;8 to be deprecated, and there is no 
[Uestion but that a fearful 
state ol 


affairs must exist in auy ordinary com- 
munity before ii becomes possible for 
Judge Lynch to step in and arrogate to 
li'jasclf the work of administering just- 
ce 
But there is always a reason for 


popular outbreaks of this 
character, 


and they never occur except where tbe 
people have utterly lost confidence in 
the ability of tbe law to punish crime 
and protect' tbe law-abiding portion of 
society. Where criminals are promptly 
brought to justice, and their punish- 
ment made reasonably certain, there is 
no room for Judge Lynoh's court, and 
he never tries to set it up. But where 
murder after murder goes unavenged, 
whether from tbe failure of the author- 
ities to apprehend the murderer, tbe 
want of skill on the part of public pros- 
ecutors, the incompetency—or worse— 
of juries, or the tendency ofourts to 
loo'i into tbe matter of technicalities 
and quibbles rather than into the naked 
question of guilt—there may we confi- 
dently look for a state of affairs to 
arise which culminates as did that of 
Saturday night in Bloomington. "The 
people there have evidently lost con- 
fidence in the ordinary forms of law, 
because they have seen 
one after 


another of their citizens murdend in 
cold blood, and yet the hangman found 
naught to do. 
One of the Blooming 


ton paper?, in deprecating this affair, 
asks "Who is safe in such a oommu' 
nity f" 
Probably as gr;at a proportion 


ot the puople as have been safe from 
the thugs and midnight assassins who 
have made life insecure in the Ever- 
green city, but who have not yet been 
made to suffer at the hands of the law 
and its officers. 
The people are in- 


voked to stand by the law, but how can 
they be expected to place their reliance 
in the law when its exponents quibble 
over technicalities to the extent o! 
turning loose upon society every villain 
who is fortunate enough to secure the 
services of some shrewd lawyer 7 


It is a terrible thing to have a Jtnan 


taken out of the hands of the 
officers 


by a mob, and strung up to tbe nearest 
limb, but the people themselves arc not 
half as much to blame when this oc- 
curs as are those whcse miscalled ad- 
ministration of the laws has robbed 
the people of their belief io tbe ade- 
quacy of the courts to punish crime and 
protect human life.

Tbe other day we made mention of the 


fact tbat "Stoner Boy," one of D. W 
Brenoernan's fine stallions, was a victim 
of the new horse disease, "pink eye."— 
He is still troubled with it, but is recover- 
ing slowly. As yet we have heard of no 
general spread of the disease in tbis local- 
ity or section of the state, but it is liable 
to break out at any time. "Pinkeye" is 
said to be spreading rapidly m Chicago. 
Decatur and Macon county people should 
carefully 
watch their horses "and be 


prompt with remedies 
The disease first 


makes- its appearance with either a run- 
ning at the eyes or swelling around the 
nose; the legs swell up, the horse feels 
dumpish, and a high fever sets in, the 
horses quit eating, drop their heads and 
act in a very lifeless manner. The prin- 
cipal point is to break the fever, and as 
soon as the fever is broken'lhe animals 
get well. A noted veterinary surgeon of 
Chicago says, in his treatment of the 
disease, he uses aconite, beiladonna|and 
arsenicum, and also sweats tbe horses 
about the head and throat to draw out the 
inflammation, 
if they won't eat bran he 


gives them oats, and if they won't eat 
oats he gives them ears of corn 
They 


should be encouraged to eat and should 
be watered often. He does not believe in 
giving the afflicted animals warm bran or 
any kind of hot food 


LOCK-JAW AND PINK-EYE. 


The Grip These Diseases Have ou Chica- 


go Horses-The Disease in Deoatur. 


The new disease among horses is at- 


tracting general attention in this com- 
munity, and no little alarm is fell that 
there will be trouble .ahead; but so far 
there bas been but little sickness among 
the Decatur equines. Six bones at Har- 
dy Bros.'livery stable have been troub- 
led with pinkeye, but all are nearly well. 
William Beard's horses have been troub- 
led with the aame complaint, and D. W. 
Brenneman'a/'Stooer Boy" is in better 
shape. There are no doubt other horses 
in this city and county tbat are afflicted 
with the new disease that have not been 
reported. In Clinton and other neigh- 
boring towns pink-eye has made its ap- 
pearance.

says that he has had a couple of cases of 
tbe disease resembling tetanus. It invar 
lably proves fatal. Seventeen horses are 
sick in the fire department. Seven of the 
police patrol horses are down Hen. Jos- 
eph Medill's stable is suffering from pink 
eye.

men's Christ Ian Temperance Union la conven- 
tion at Boston, October, 1880, 
The work of 


tale department consists In Introducing inlo 
the school of the country scientific temper- 
ance text books 
These books treat of tbe ef- 


fect of alcohol on the atomach, the brain, the 
blood, muscles, etc. Tbe methods of work 
used to brlsig about this result are various. 
A few of them are as follows: Preparing and 
t'ist*ibutlhg arguments and statistics, selling 
forth the practical benefits to be derived from 
such Instruction— lectures delivered to boards 
of education and mase meetings. Much per- 
sonal work is done with county superinten- 
dents, prominent educators and teachers in 
general. The plan of wark of this department 
tor the Illinois W. C T. C. consists la tbe cir- 
culation of petitions for tbe ilgnatures of par- 
ents and guardians asking school boards to in- 
troduce the books Into the regular course or 
at idy. In circulars to teacbera calling upon 
them to inform themselves and to at least 
use the books once or twice a weak under the 
bead of general lesions.

BLOOMINGTON, III., October 1.—One 


of the most thrilling tragedies which 
ha* . occurred ID Central Illinois for 
jem took place in this city to-night 
About 7 o'clock, while Henry Franks 
the Jailer, W»B removing the prisoneri 
to their proper cells, he was attaokec 
by one named Charles Fierce, alias 
HowJett, who grasped a rayolver from 
the lip-pocket of the Jailer, and be 
fore proper resistance could be made b; 
that official, the latter was shot at 
three times. Ooe ballet passed through 
his heart, death instantly occurring 
News of the murder in a few moments 
spread like wildfire throughout the city, 
and soon a mob numbering 1,500 to 
2,000 people gathered at the jail de- 
manding 'vengeance on the prisoner. 
Sheriff Ator and other officials at- 
tempted to keep back the mob, and did 
all possible to quell the excitement, 
which ever; moment was becoming 
greater. In their fury the mob broke 
down the iron grating of the windows 
and doors, and the officers found that it 
was useless f.o resist it. 
The crowd 


soon filled that the jail, and the cell 
door in which the murderer was con- 
fined >B8 bioken opes. A rope was 
produced, and it wa« soon placed around 
Plerce's neck. 
He was taken from the 


jail, accompanied by the exultant yells 
of the mob, to a tree across the street, 
and hanged, life becoming extinct in 
few moments. The execution wt» wit- 
nessed by at least 5,000 people. 
They 


seemed to be all of one opinion—that 
the murderer bad met-bis just fate. 
The murdered Jailer was an old resi- 
dent of this city and a member of a 
respected family. He has served in 
the above capacity for a number of 
years, and was well respected by the 
community, and quite a favorite with 
the prisoners confined in the 
jail. 


His murderer, Pierce, was lodged in 
jail about a month ago, having been ar- 
rested at Jacksonville, for the theft of 
a horse and buggy belonging to a livery 
firm in the city. His trial was to take 
place in the Circuit Court here. 
Tbe 


excitement in Bloomington is intense. 
Never before in its history has mob law 
prevailed. 
During the past few years 


• number of murders have occurred, but 
through legal quibbles the guilty ones 
have been allowed to go Boot free, or 
failed to 
meet punishment for the 


crimes committed. 
This has of late 


made a certain portion of the popula- 
tion dissatisfied with legal trials, and 
accounts for the lynching. 


BLOOMINOTON, ILL., Oct. 3.—The 


jury to consider the 'case of Charles 
Pierce, alias Hewlett,lynched by a mob, 
returned the following verdict : "In the 
matter of investigation on the body of 
Charles Pierce, we, the undersigned 
jurors, on oath, do find that be came to 
his death by hanging, at the hands of a 
mob, 
the members of which are un- 


known to the jury, who broke open the 
county jail and took him from the cus- 
tody of the officers thereof and hanged 
him on the night of the 1st of October, 
1880, between 8 and 10 o'clock p. m.
